Col. G. H. Scruton Slates 
Two Men Were Put 
To Death Legally.

told a 
seriate committee investigating th** 
charges of Senator Wat son today 
that as an overseas soldier he saw 
with his own eyes tw*e!ve American 
soldiers hanged around Is-Sur-Tille 
France, from April to June 1910 
but was unable to say w'hothcr any 
of them 
had 
been 
convicted by 
court martial. 
One of the soldiers executed, he 
said, was tried for assault on a 
French girl by a French court m ar­ 
tial at which one American officer 
was present. 
Robert A. Harrison, of Wilming­ 
ton. North Carolina, testified that 
in 1817 he witnessed the lynching 
in France of a soldier, a Mexican 
from El Paso, or Eagle Pass, Texas, 
who was 
charged 
with 
a crime 
against a woman, and was not tried. 
“I was told the man had to be 
banged to save some officers from j 
being cashiered,” Harrison declar­ 
ed. Through a jia ir of field glasses their crimes. 
Harrison said he saw the lynching 
in which thirty men took part. “It 
was a nice little necktie party/* he 
said. 
"I saw' the body later with a 
rope around the neck/* 
Harrison told of another lynching 
after the armistice, which he <1** 
clared was directed by “Hard-Boil 
ed Smith/* 
This wrist of mine/* 
said Harrison, lifting his left arm, 
“was broken while trying to save 
myself 
from 
Hard Boiled 
Smith 
and a couple of his servants/* The 
witness said he saw men taken to 
the firing line without gas masks or 
guns, as a punishment. 
Pressed as 
to the cause of the lynching H arri­ 
son said the victim had been order­ 
ed by Smith to sweep the stock­ 
yards with a toothbrush, and they 
had a little party when he refused. 
“Were you court m artialed/’ Sen­ 
ator 
Overman, 
democrat, 
North 
Carolina, asked. 
“Yes,” the colonel cursed me and 
I cursed him hack, and he had me 
sent to the firing line after trial. 
His name? Col. Holbrook, if I ever 
get him I’ll make nun remember 
me.

Questioned by Senator Watson, 
whose charges that American sol­ 
diers were illegally executed In 
France led to the inquiry. Taylor, 
the Philadelphia national army wit­ 
ness, said the evidence in the court 
martial of the Detroit sergenat was 
given in French, but that an inter­ 
preter was in attendance.

a sergeant fifteen miles north oi 
Verdun on October 9, 1918.

was no court martial he added.

A few days later he declared Ma­ 
jor Opley stopped a private carry* 
ing a message.

Then Major Opley drew his 45 and 
shot the man in the back, 
killing

guard house, or prison 
When the

tions took place there to avoid re- 
rnoving them to distant points. One 
of rhes«* men w-as a negro and one 
a white man. Both had been found 
guilty of atrocious crimes against 
women. 
The negro in addition to 
attacking a French woman had also 
killed a French school teacher, w-ho 
had gone to h**r rescue.

man had

girl, I believe less than seven years 
of age, and had accomplished his 
purpose.

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BY THE RULE OF ONE. 


Again we have a Supreme Court de­ 
cision, 
reached 
by a vote of five to 
four of the members 
of 
the 
court, 
whereby the law of the land is inter­ 
preted for 
110,000,000 
people for 
all time to come. 
Without question­ 
ing the decision in itself or in any way 
intimating that i-tus not a just one, the 
query can not but 
arise 
as 
to how 
these matters are determined in the 
minds of the men reaching them, and 
how the common folks are to know 
what is really the law when a body of 
nine or the most learned jurists in the 
world can not agree, or at least, reach 
a conclusion, with more 
unanimity 
than by a difference of one vote. 
Who is there to say that the five 
justices, voting 
one 
way 
are more 
learned in the law than the four that 
veted the 
other. 
Who is 
there that 
will affirm that the five may not err 
as easily as the four. 
Certainly one or 
the other group is wrong and there­ 
fore we must conclude that Supreme 
Court decisions are just like all other 
human conclusions— the result, not of 
knowledge of an exact science 
(of 
law), but of the environment, the in­ 
dividual point of view and the latent 
personal opinions of the men reaching 
them and formulating them into legal 
opinions that must control and govern 
the nation. 
In this case, and in cases 
in the past where decisions have been 
rendered by the same vote, the matter 
resolves itself down to the fact that 
one man has the power to settle the 
most momentous matters of govern­ 
ment, and where acts of congress are 
in question, to overturn federal laws 
that have been passed by house and 
senate (even by unanimous vote), and 
signed by the President of the United 
States. 
This is too 
much 
power to 
place in the hands of one man— it is a 
greater power 
than 
is possessed by 
any monarch setting upon any throne 
in the 
world— ,especially 
when it is 
true, as has been shown, that this man 
may not be governed by an inflexible 
rule of law, 
but, 
necessarily, by the 
thousands of things that go to make 
up and control 
the individual work­ 
ings of his mind. 
What the remedy 
tor this may be is beyond most of us, 
[jut that there ought to be one, is very 
certain.
